By Speculators for Sale to Bond Buyers

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—A Washington 


special says: 


About eighty million dollars gold has 


Veen paid on the 1100,000,000 new bonds 
out of the 1111,000,000 called for by the 
terms of sale. Less than fifty million 
dollars has been counted into the re- 
serve, and official figures do not show 
anywhere near the 180,000,000 'men- 
tioned, but treasury experts estimate 
that the amount is already deposited 
on bond account in the several depos- 
itories designated by Secretary Car- 
lisle. It is thought the whole deal 
wffl practically be closed by the last of 
the month. The American bank* and in- 
vestors are not Accustomed to pay ing for 
bonds on the installment plan, prefer- 
ring to do that sort of business on a 
eaeh basis and be through with it. And 
then there is a pecuniary advantage 
in paying for the bonds at once, re- 
sulting from a saving of interest. 


Just how the gold reserve will stand 


when the bonds, are all paid for is 
purely a matter of speculation, esti- 
mates ranging from (115,000,000 to 
9130,000,000, speculators withdrawing 
from 91,500,000 to 93,500,000 a day out 
of the subtreasury and selling it to 
bond buyers at a premium, and this is 
likely to continue for a fortnight 
longer. 


When the bond proceeds are all in, 


the available cash reserve will ap- 
proximate two hundred and eighty- 
five million dollars, of which some- 
thing like 9165,000,000 to 9175,000,000 
will be greenbacks and treasury notes. 
This immense sum will be locked up, 
practically retired from circulation, 
and held there undistured, for govern- 
mental revennes and expenditures are 
now running very nearly even. How 
much this will be offset by Increased 
national bank circulation cannot yet 
be stated definitely, but it is thought 
about ten million dollars.

THE BLACK SNOW. 


Clearly Acconated for by Prof. Moore of 


Washington, ». C. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—Profes- 


sor Moore, chief of the Weather Bureau, 
says the black snow which fell .in Chi 
cago yesterday and through * consid- 
erable portion of the wMtLat aight, is 
not meteoric or eometfc duet, or vocanic 
dust from Alaska or Japan, but is en- 
tirely similar to that which fell in Jan 
uary, 1895, which was thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the weather bureau at the 
tuna. Microscopic examination, showed 
a deposit which contained four per cent 
of the most delicate organic struc- 
tures, six per cent, of the' finest 
possible inorganic matter euch a* makes 
up ordinary soil, and clay soils. All this 
fine material is easily caught up by dry 
wind and carried to great distances be- 
fore it can settle to the ground. It is 
easily brought down in large quantities 
by enow or rain but only perceived by 
the ordinary observer when there is a 
clean surface of snow for it to fall on. 
Large portions of the country, from Ne- 
braska to the Gulf is covered by this 
fine soil. Sometimes a hundred feet 
deep. Qales have been known'to carry 
away six inches of the surfaae mil from 
freshly cultivated fields and spread it 
over land a hundred miles away.

Imla-ranta Who Cannot Be*« an* Write 


Their Own Language to be I- xcluAwL 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—In lieu of the 


various bills before it on-the subject of 
restricted immigration, the nenote im- 
migration committee yesterday report- 
ed a bOl adding to the'classes-** aliens 
excluded from admission, to tho-United 
States: 


"All 
persons over 14 years of age 


who cannot read and write the lan- 
guage of their native country, except 
that an aged parent not so able to read 
and write who is the parent or grand' 
parent of an admissible immigrant, 
may accompany or be sent for by 
such Immigrant. 
For the purpose 


erf testing the ability of the immi- 
grant to read and write, the inspoc 
tion offices, shall be furnished with 
conies of the constitution of the United 
States, printed on numbered uniform 
pasteboard slips, each containing five 
lines of the constitution printed iu< the 
various languages of the immigrant* 
in double small plea type. These slips 
are to be kept in boxes made for that 
purpose and HO constructed as to con- 
ceal the slips from vie w,each box toaon- 
taiu slips of but one language, and the 
immigrant may designate the language 
In which he prefers the test shall be 
made. Each immigrant shall be re- 
quired to draw one of said slips from 
the box and read, and afterwards write 
out in full view of the immigration 
officers, the five lines printed thereon. 
Ench slip shall be returned to the box 
immediately after the.test is finished 
and the contents of the box shall be 
shaken up by an inspection officer be- 
fore another drawing is made. 


'•No immigrant failing to read and 


write out the slip thus drawn by him 
shall be admitted, blit he shall be re- 
turned to the country from which he 
came at the expense of the steamship 
or rail load which brought him, an now 
provided by law. 


"The inspection officers shall keep 


in each box at all times a full number 
of said printed slips, and in the case 
of each excluded immigrant shall keep 
a certiSed memorandum of the num- 
ber of the slip which the said immi- 
grant failed to read or copy out in 
writing.''

Among other business Mrs. J. E. Ring 
was elected presidontof the union end 
Mrs. W. P. Shade, secretary and treas- 
urer to serve for the ensuing year. 


Miss Johnson, the secretary of the 


Millikin Home and School Board, re- 
ported what had been accomplished by 
that institution. 
During the year 1895 


fourteen children were in the home, and 
there are now six old lady inmates, be- 
sides a number of children. Two chil- 
dren have been found permanent homes 
and two more are now with families on 
trial. Within the past year two girl* 
have beeii sent to the Erring Woman's 
Befuge at Chicago, making in all six 
girls who are supported by the Millikin 
home at that institution. 
Several per- 


sons have charge of the home, but at 
present Mrs. Wykoff is the matron. 
Mrs. Hill, the treasurer of the home 
board, reported that since February 20. 
1895, the expenses had amounted to 
$1,708.45, and that there was a balance 
in the treasury. 


Mrs. Woodard, the treasurer of the 


Woman's Exchange, also made a report. 
The amount of sales for the past ten 
months was $4,944.06, and the amount 
paid to depositors was $4,221.64. There 
are at present about thirty women who 
sell bread, cake, etc., through the Ex- 
change. The cake alone sold during 
the time amounted to $165220, and $700 
represented the work of one woman. 
The total receipts from sales, lunches 
and other sources were $5,04064, and 
the total amount paid out wan $5,066.Uh 
making the Exchange behind about 
$25.54 for the year.

Captain J. H. C. Dill, grand secretary 


of the Masonic Order of Illinois, i* a col- 
lector of interesting war ratios and many 
of the objects which look like mere trifle* 
have helped make the nation'* history.

Richmond when the surrender was con- 
summated. and in company with -his 
chaplain he wa* walking along the 
street* when they encountered an order- 
ly from the confederate force* who wa* 
executing errand* from General Lee. 


The three soldier* saluted and fell in 


conversation when Capt. Dill discovered 
the identity of the man. , His name wa» 
Prank Brown, the second orderly from 
General Lee'e headquarters. After re- 
turning to camp Capt. Dill thought of 
securing a relic from the surrender and 
fet a trophy from him. When he found 
the aide be told hi* mission and was 
asked to call at the Spot* wood hotel and 


e supplied. 
When the 


Orderly Brown showed 
• pair of epaulets, and other relic* among 
them the pen w<th which Lee signed the 
surrender of the Army of Virginia. Capt. 
Dill preserves the relic and occasionlly 


that he would be supplied 
call was made Orderly B 


preserves the 


show* it to a friend. 


occasionlly 


The pen was pre- 


sented to Capt. Dill with the compli- 
ment* of the orderly and the relic i* a 
common wood handled steel pen and the 
wood is black on the end where it was 
dipped in the ink.; This the orderly ex- 
plained waa a habit of Lee's. 
He con- 


tinually was twirling the pen in his 
hand when in conversation and would 
dip the wrong end in the ink. 


When General Gordon was in the city 


last year Capt. Dill inquired if General 
Lee had such an orderly and the general 
not only remembered the name but also 
stated that he secured tao pen on that 
occasion, so that there i* no doubt a* to 
the genuineness of the reli;. 
Mr. Dill 


has also a piece of glass taken from a 
window of the church in which Jeffer- 
son Davis was when General Lee sent 
him a telegram concerning the surrender 
of Richmond. 


Mr. Dill ha* been offered large sums 


of money for the pen but would not part 
with it for any price.

The town of New Oastle was shaken 


aa if by an earthquake by the explos- 
ion and a dense black cloud obscuring 
the site of the Vulcan min« and wont- 
ing-h indicated only too plainly what 
had the occurred. The entire popu- 
lation rushed to the scene to behold 
the surface workmen in the midst of s 
thick cl<Jud of dust trying in vain tc 
start the work of rescuing their unfor 
tuuate fellow laborers withiu. 


The earth had settled perceptibly 


about the hillside, and the dense mass 
of black bmoke issuing from the crev- 
ices in the upheaved mass gave evi- 
dence that the coal vein had surely 
been set afire by the explosion. 


Women and children rushed, shriek 


ing and screaming- to the scene, add- 
ing to the confusion. 


The mine owned by the Colorado 


Fuel and Iron Co., two and a hall 
miles away, was promptly closed down 
and all hands hastened to assist Supt. 
Herrick of the Vulcan, in the work ol 
rescue, but it was quickly seen that 
little could be done. 
Jferrick with 


several men had torn away the broken 
timbering at the lauding and had 
rubhecl into the slope soon after the ex- 
plosion had occurred with wet sponges 
on their nostrils only to be driven back 
Again by the deadly fumes. 


A special train was sent to the mine 


by the Colorado Midland Railway Co., 
with medical assistants prepared to as- 
But in caring for wounded if any were 
rescued, hut the s«n went down be- 
hind the mountains before any pro- 
gress could be made. 


The force of the explosion may be 


imagiued when it is known that the 
buildmgN and trestle at the mouth of 
the slope were completely wrecked, a 
hole 1<K> feet square was carved out 
of the hillxide at the mouth of the in- 
dine, while timbers two square feet 
were blown into the Grand river, 400 
feet away. 


One man was on his way down the 


slope when the explosion occurred, 
and his mangled remains were subse- 
quently found several hundred feet 
away from the mouth of thd slope. 
There were 140 men employed in and 
about the mine, and about fifty were 
at work underground this morning. 


The old Vulcan mine w as abandoned 


several years ago on account of a flre, 
and the present Vulcan mine, which 
1mb been open -only about two years, 
will probably meet a similar fate. 


State Mine Inspector Griffin was here 


011 February 8, and pronounced the 
mine in better condition than it had 
ever been before. An immense fan in 
the slope which was about five hun- 
dred feet in depth seemed to afford 
complete ventilation, and every pos- 
sible precaution was taken to prevent 
an explosion of the gas known to exist 
in the mines of this district. It is be- 
lieved th.it a lighted fuse ignited the 
gaain One of the new rooms while the 
men were blasting down coal. 
The 


old-Vulcan mine wat> in no way con- 
nected with the present property, a 
new slope having been driven Into the 
h llside. 


The Vulcan Fuel Co. operates the 


property, which ia owned by the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad Co., 
with headquarters at Topeka, Kan. 


Just at this time the mine was being 


worked to its full capacity, the output 
beiug from 17 to 20 cars per day. 


The entire slope is filled with debris, 


nud it ia now plainly evident that 
many days must elapse before the 
bodies of the entombed miners can be 
rescued. Since darkness fell the smoke 
seems to have perceptibly diminished, 
and it may be that the fire will not 
dry the mine, as was feared earlier in 
the day, but the force of the explosion 
was sufficient in itself to destroy the 
mine, and new workings will have to 
be starred.
